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Washington, D. C. Sept. 7.—Cooler weather 
during the week is promised to the céntral portion 
of the country by the weather bureau, but no pros- 
pect is held out for relief in the east and south, 
and even higher temperatures are indicated for 
the northwest. 

“The eastward movement of a northwestern 
high pressure area," the weekly bulletin says 
tonight, “will be attended by lower tempera- 
tures early in the week over the central ‘plains 
states, the Missouri and upper Mississippi valleys, 
„and the upper lake region, and probably by some 
moderation in the Ohfo valley and the lower lake 
region. Light frosts are probable Monday morn- 
ing in the lowlands of North Dakota and north- 
western Minnesota. 

In the east and south temperature changes 
during the week will not be decided, while in the 
northwest it will be warmer during Monday, and 
by the middle of the week temperatures will be 
rising generally over the central and western por- 
tions of the country, followed by a fall over the 
northwest toward the end of the week. 

A marked disturbance now over southern 
Alaska will extend eastward and southeastward, 
causing rains eatly in the week over the Pacific 
northwest and about the middle of the week over 
the northwestern, states east of the Rocky moun- 
tains. No other precipitation of consequence is 
Indicated during the week, except in the south, 
where thunder showers are likely to continue the 
greater portion of the weck.

HOSPITAL AGENT 
EXPOSES POLITICS 
BEHIND FREE LIST 


Meyer Says Tax Payers Have 


Provided Annually for Many 
Patients Able to Pay. 
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WEALTHY MAN’S SON CITED 


Policeman with Private Income of 
$300 a Month Mentioned as 
Example of Abuse. 


“FIGHTER” RAGEN FACES ARREST 


County Commissioner Frank Ragen's as- 
Sault on Saturday upon an investigator at 
the county hospital brought forth yesterday 
an exposure of conditions from County 
Agent Joseph Meyer, who has been investi- 
gating the political control of admissions to 
county institutions. 

According to Mr. Meyer, the taxpayers of 
Cook county have been providing annually 
thousands of dollars’ worth of medical at- 
tention, food, clothing, and housing for polit- 
ical pets competent to pay for such ne- 
cessities and attention 

The county agent further announced that 
application would be made this morning for 
a warrant charging Ragen with assault and 
battery. Municipal Judge Mahoney will be 
asked to issue the warrant on the complaint 
of Wladyslaw Wieckowski the county in- 
vestigator who was assaulted. Wieckowski 
accuses Ragen of calling him a profane 
name, of striking him repeatedly with his 
fist, and knocking him down. 


„Political Adntissions” Revealed. 

The county agent's investigations revealed 
among other things that— , 

A policeman with nat buildings bringing 
him $300 a month was being cared for at 
county expense at the county hospital. 

The son of a well to do cattle speculator 
received free care and attention on the 
recommendation of a county commis- 
sioner. 

The brother of two furniture dealers 
rated at $75,000 lived comfortably. and 
free at Oak Forest at county expense. 

The. brother of a foundry owner rated 
at $100,000 undef iree county care at 
taxpayers’ expense. 

The son of a south side packer was 
taken to Oak Forest in a family automo- 
bile and left at county expense. 

Ten per cent of the maternity patients 
at the county hospital are wives of city 
firemen and policemen. 


Meyer Not to Stop. 

Mr. Meyer's statement follows: 

“Threats, or such incidents as Ragen's 
attack on one of my investigators, will not 
in any way lessen our efforts to make our 
county institutions just what the statutes 
say they are to be—institutions for the coun- 
ty’s poor. the indigent persons who have no 
means to obtain such service as we give 
them. ‘ 

“It is not to be a free hospital for those 
who can afford to pay for medical or surgical 
service but who, despite their ability to pay, 
seek to get this service at the public expense. 

“ Ragen and the others who went with him 
visited the hospital on Saturday, I have been 
informed, with the intention of trying to get 
publicity over the rejection of a number of 
persons sent there with cards from the com- 
missioners. All this was forgotten, evident- 
ly, when the commissioner became enraged 
and attacked Wieckowski. 

“ InciGentally, the man attacked is from 
the district from which Commissioner Ku- 
flewski comes, and the latter was one of those 
with Commissioner Ragen at the hospital. 
Today he expressed in severe terms his con- 
demnation of the attack on the investigator. 


Cites Need for Investigation. 

“T’d have been glad if the commissioners 
had gone ahead with their inquiry at the 
hospital and learned the truth of things. 

In the first place there were cared for 
in the last year at the hospital 48,500 pa- 
tients. That means that the hospital is filled 
all the time, and that to care for all those 
deserving of attention we have to use the 
beds over and over again and every mean 
at hand. 

“So many have been received, or have 
applied who did not really need attention, 
or who had means and were not indigent, 
that I had to place investigators at the hos- 
pital. 


Doctors Only Discharge Patients, 

Blame has been attached by some of the 
commissioners to me and to President Me- 
Cormick of the county board that many pa- 
tients have been discharged when they were 
not cured or not fit to leave. Neither of us 
has anything to do with the discharge of pa- 
tients. That is done solely by the doctors 
there, who have the full say as to when a 
patient can be dismissed. 

The investigators turn away many who, 
it is apparent when they apply, are not needy 
or deserving of attention, but there 
are forty or fifty persons turned away each 
day after the investigators have admitted 
them. These arejturned away by the physi- 
cians who exa them and find either that 
they do not n treatment or are well abie 
to procure it outside and not get it at public 


expense. 


Some Patients Forced to Pay. 

“In order to increase the capacity of the 
hospital all chronic cases are being, and 
have been from the first of the year, sent 
to Oak Forest. In this connection it is 
worth while noting that we have collected 
over $5,000 since the first of the year from 
patients who were well able to pay but who 
had been imposing on the county, and we 
are collecting about 3000 a month from such 
patients.

Movement Against the 
Nearby Republic. 


SEEKS TO OUST CABINET. 


Mortiaro Abe, director of the political bu- 
reau of the Japanese foreign office, has in- 
flamed the masses, and today a dramatic 
chapter in the history of the new Japan was 
written. 

Fifteen thousand persons gathered in mass- 
meeting in Hibiya park, calling for military 
action against China. A majority of these 
marched to the foreign office and clamored 
for admission. 

They demanded the dispatch of troops to 

hina to take such measures as were neces- 
sary to 12 satisfaction for the killing of 
Japanese at Nanking, or, failing this, the 
resignation of the minister of foreign af- 
fairs, Baron Nobuaki Makino. 

The speakers denounced the emptiness of 
Japanese diplomacy, in connection with Cali- 
fornia and China, and insisted that the in- 
sult to the Japanese nag at Nanking should 
be wiped out. 


Police Kept from Scene. 

Profiting by the lesson of the riots which 
followed the conclusion of peace between 
Russia and Japan, the government reduced 
the risk of violence today by refusing to allow 
a single soldier or policeman at the scene. 

The manifestants, many of whom were 
students, were orderly during the early part 
of the proceedings. A score of agitators, in- 
cluding a girl, decried Japanese diplomacy 
and said it had never contributed to the up- 
building of the empire and had always ended 
in failure. The incidents in Cuina were un- 
bearable. 

Suddenly the cry to march on the foreign 
office was raised and there was a general 
stampede, many persons barely escaping 
being crushed. The crowds surged through 
the streets, headed by the gesticulating lead- 
ers, and reached the foreign office to find 
that the high iron gates were locked. 


Admit Party for Parley. 
Scores of the demonstrators pounded on 
the gates and called for them to be opened, 
but in vain; The underofficials refused. A 
delegation was appointed, the members of 
which climbed the gates, and then ensued a 
long parley. 

Meanwhile the crowd was cheerful but de- 
termined. It showered compliments on a 
beautiful geisha girl struggling by in a rick- 
shaw, but angrfily stoned a photographer 
seeking to take snap shots of the chief dele- 
gate, who, having returned, mounted the 
portals to report progress. Perched un- 
steadily on the pickets he made a fantastic 
picture, and in a harsh harangue said the 


‘committee demanded either the dispatch of 


troops or the retirement of the foreign min- 
ister. 

“We told the officials,”” he shouted, that 
the voice of the people speaks, that the agita- 
tion ‘will never end until our demands are 


ranted.“ 


Jeer Offer of Conference. 

The extraordinary situation continued for 
five hours, the delegates emerging periodi- 
cally to pacify the crowd. Finally, when 
the discussion ended, they reported that 
Baron Makino had promised to receive them 
September 15. 

This was greeted with howls of derision and 
a thousand marched to the foreign minister's 
residence, three miles distant. Police, how- 
ever, prevented their near approach. 

A second massmeeting was held as ar- 
ranged, and at its conclusion a great crowd 
proceeded to the foreign office. Windows 
were smashed and the gates of the foreign 
office, the tramway cars, and automobiles 
were stoned. Part of the tramway service

Story tellers of city child life who have 
painted their word pictures of “ little moth- 
ers —the eight and ten year old girls who 
take care of the children in the absence of 
the parents—have overlooked a study. 


who tried to be a little mother and failed. 

The little father’s name is Harry Klosky. 
He is 8 years old and lives with his 
parents at 5124 Belden avenue. Among 
the little father’s charges in the same 
house was baby Eugene Rochet. The little 
father used to take care of the baby. Some- 
times he longed to play with the other little 
boys who were not “ little fathers,” but he 
never forgot that he was a little father. He 
never deserted his charge. 


He Puts the Baby to Sleep. 

The little father was put in charge of 
the baby on Saturday night. It was hot 
in the house. The baby cried. The little 
father perched on the rail of the crib and 
wrinkled his wet forehead. He had seen 
the little mothers and the big mothers, too, 
give babies something out of a bottle that 
made them quiet and made them go to sleep. 
He remembered how, before he was a little 
father, he used to get something out of a 
bottle to go to sleep. 

The little father found the bottle. It was 
in the medicine closet on a shelf. He took it 
to the crying charge. With a spoon he began 
feeding the baby, all the time talking to it 
like he had seen the little mothers do when 
they fed the babies. ) 


And the Baby Stops Crying. 

And soon the baby stopped crying. And 
then the baby went to sleep. And the little 
father, tired from his ministration but 
proud of his nursing ability, got into his 
own bed. He went to sleep happy. 

The mother returned shortly afterward. 
The baby was having convulsions. It died 
later in St. Annes hospital. The little 
father had missed the paregoric bottle by 
an inch. He had administered oil of worm- 
wood—practically absinthe. 

The coroner's inquest will be held today 
at the Cragin police station.

SPEEDERS CRASH ON SOUTH SIDE 


An organized and determined-effort to stay 
the tide of motor deaths which has been ris- 
ing to an alarming stage throughout the 
summer in Chicago and Cook county was be- 
gun yesterday by Coroner Peter M. Hoff- 
man. 

He named a committee which under the 
authority of hie office is expected to super- 
vise and educate out of the increasing horde 
of local autoists carelessness and the mania 
for high speed, twin evils of motordom.

The committee, which Coroner Hoffman 
originally intended should be a small o 
was increased to twenty-four because 
the large number of accidents which have 
occurred in the recent two weeks. Th 
Sunday death toll from automobile and trai 
accidents has deen appalling. 

Coroner Hoffman started the safety moves 
ment after a train struck an automobile ctwa 
weeks ago and killed five persons. He 
planned a campaign of education for th 
motorists, for the school children, and tod 
and train and street car crews. 

The managers of factories, railroads, and 
other corporations for a few years have 
established safety departments to preven§ 
injuries to their employés, but no 22 
campaign of education for the public 
has been made. 

The committee will start an investigatiog 
immediately as a basis for a campaign to 
reduce the fatalities from transportation ace 
cidents. The general causes of accidents 
reported in the records of the coroner’s offi 
will be used as a starting point in the came 
paign of safety first *’ for Chicago. 

Several members’ of the committee have 
charge of the safety department of privat@ 
corporations and Coroner Hoffman believed 
their experience will help the committee. 


Letter to Appointees. 


Coroner Hoffman sent a letter to each ape 
pointee, reading in part: 

“ This letter ie addressed to you to invite 
you to become a member of a permanent 
organization or general public safety com 
mittee to work in conjunction with the corod 
ner’s office of Cook county. and to minimize 
the dangers besetting her citizens and des 
stroying lives to an appalling degree. 

“The tremendous increase in deaths and 
accidents in automobile traffic alone requires 
the most active efforts by every force ip 
Chicago to minimize, if not suppress. The 
interests of common humanity call for 
immediate and drastic activity by 
who hold and influence to help in 
the enforcement of laws and the enactment

A strange difference of view ha®arisen be- 
tween the administration and Mr. O’Shaugh- 
nessy, the American chargé d'affaires in 


Mexico City, over the question of whether or 
not Gen. Huerta will be a candidate for the 


exican elections next 
presidency at the M eG 


month. | 
Lind’s Return Means Break? 

If the reports as to Mr. Lind’s return 
should turn out to be correct, it will not 
mean the administration has ceased its 
negotiations with the Huerta government. 
As a matter of fact, Mr. O'Shaughnessy will 
remain as the American chargé d'affaires in 
Mexico City and in addition a special repre- 
sentative of Gen. Huerta, Senor Manuel 
Zamacona, is now on his way to Washington. 

If Zamacona is equipped with credentials 
from Huerta, he will be received by President 


Wilson and Secretary Bryan and if he has 

- propositions to submit, which tend to 
most tie demands of the United States, they 
will be considered and a reply thereto will 
be made. | 

Mr. Lind subsequently may be sent to 
get in touch with Carranza and other north- 
ern revolutionary leaders. 

The administration feels that it has a 
basis upon which to work now that it has 
received assurances (the interpretation it 
places upon the second Gamboa note) that 
Huerta will not be a candidate for election 
to the permanent presidency next month. 


Denies Official Report. 

Thie interpretation, however, has been 
somewhat shattered by the statement given 
out in Mexico City last night by Mr. 
O’Shaughnessy denying he had received any 
verbal or other assurances that Huertg would 
not be a candidate for an ctive in 
the presidency. , 

Mr. O’Shaughnessy’s statement caused 
amazement here today, and was taken as 
evidence that the state department and the 
embassy in Mexico City are not working en- 
tirely in harmony or with complete under- 


standing ot the happenings in Washington 


and Mexico City. 

Administration officials are not disposed 
to regard che shooting of Lieut. Acosta by 
United States officials as an incident which 
would in itself bring on serious conse- 
quences. The occurrence is regarded as 
most regrettable, however, but it is felt that 
the facts as reported here show so clearly 
Acosta’s intent in crossing the bridge that 
the Mexican government will find it impos- 
sible to make an issue of the case. 

Brig. Gen. Bliss, commanding the Amer- 
ican troops on the Mexican border, trans- 
mitted to Maj. Gen. Wood, chief of staff, a 
report of the shooting. On this report Gen. 
Wood was inclined to take the view that 
there was not the slightest occasion for any 
uneasiness or apprehension of any disorders 
as a result of the shooting of Acosta. 


Border Quiet After Shooting. - 

EI Paso, Tex., Sept. 7.—Official Juarez sub- 
sided today in outward feeling against Ameri- 
cans because of the shooting of Lieut. Fran- 
cisco Acosta by government officers here on 
Saturday following the investigation con- 
ducted by Inspector of Mexican Consulates 
M. E. Diebold of this city. Inspector Diebold 
blames Acosta as the aggressor in the affair. 

The feeling among the rank and file of the 
garrison and the citizens is still intense, but 
because of the stand taken by the officials of 
the town in the matter they dared not display 
it. * 

It was learned from official sources today 
that the entire military force of Juarez was 
assembled at the garrison following the 
shooting and slept on their arms during the 
night. 

The heavy guard of United States troops is 
still maintained at the two approaches to 
Juarez from El Paso.

BITTER FIGHT FORESEEN. 


Federation Presidency Center of 
Contest for Annual Elee- 
tion on Sept. 21. 


Strong opposition to the renomination of 
John Fitzpatrick fof president of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor developed at a meeting 
of the federation yesterday.

Two Men Nominated. 

During the last six months the federation 
has been in a state of disruption, and netive 
opposition to the leaders has developed. 
When the meeting was called to order in the 
afternoon almost every member of the fed- 
eration was present. Fitzpatrick was placed 
in nomination for president and the motion 
was seconded hastily. Then Rodriguez was 
placed in nomination and there was much 
applause. E. N. Nockels wag nominated for 
secretary and Fred Hopp for treasurer. 

In speeches made by friends of Rodrigues 
it was asserted that it is time for Fitzpatrick 
to quit the presidency. The troubles of the 
federation under the various administrations 
were reviewed and it was declared his de- 
feat would bring about harmony. It was 
charged he governed the federation by ma- 
chine rule. 


Sees Scheme of Socialists. 

Friends of Fitzpatrick declared the Social- 
istie members were willing to sell their 
unionism for 4 cents’ worth of Socialism.” It

ON WATER POWER 


Members of Congress Hope to 
Take Advantage of Re- 
cent Court Ruling. 


WILL COVER ALL STREAMS 


Illinois Companies May Be Curbed 
in Effort to Monopo- 
lize Sites. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington. D. C., Sept. 7.—[Special.J— 
Water power legislation of tremendous con- 
sequence to Illinois and adjoining states is to 
come before congress at the winter session. 

Conservationists will demand that con- 
gress exercise the right they believe it has 
under a recent Supreme court decision to res- 
ulate water power developed, not only in in- 
terstate navigable rivers, but in all tribu- 
tary intrastate streams, even creeks. 

In Illinois, Wisconsin, and Michigan large 
aggregations of capitalists have been ac- 
quiring valuable water power sites. In IIli- 
nois the electric light and power companies 
have been organizing a centralized control 
of dam sites on the Illinois, Rock, Des- 
plaines, Fox and other rivers. Illinois ex- 
acts no compensation for the rights so ac- 
quired. 

If congress should decide to exercise the 
authority established. by the Supreme court 
decision, it may reach into all these streams, 
lease the water powers and regulate the 
business of the concessionaires, even super- 
seding, to some extent. such control as is 
proposed by the new Plinois public service 
corporation law. 


Substance of the Decision. 

The Supreme court decision which has 
armed the conservationists with a new 
weapon was given in the Chandler Dunbar 
case last spring. It held that the government 
has supreme and exclusive control of all 
water power in navigable streams and their 
tributaries throughout the nation. The 
movement to induce congress to exercise 
this power already is becoming perceptible. 

That the water power interests are prepar- 
ing to ask congress for extensive concessions 
of dam sites has become known following 
the statement of Frank A. Vanderlip, presi- 
dent of the National City Bank of New York, 
that $2,000,000,000 is needed for the develop- 
ment of electric power projects. 

Thif move will revive the fight between 
the conservationists, who would lease water 
powers to private capital on terms benefit- 
ing the whole people and the anti-conserva- 
tionists, who believe the concessions should 
be granted outright as public lands were 
given to the railroads a generation ago. 

But the contest will find the conservation- 
ists intrenched behind the supreme court 
decision and the pro@pects is that the conces-

Senator Newlands Favors Action. 

Senator Newiands of Nevada, chairman 
of the senate interstate commerce commit- 
tee, has Jong been an advocate of the agop- 
tion of measures for the greater protection 
of the traveling public. 

There is not the slightest doubt, he said 
tonight, that congress will give prompt at- 
tention to proposals designed to. provide 
safety for train passengers. I doubt the 
wisdom of attempting by direct legislation 
to cover that whole subject matter. It would 
be preferable to extend the powers of the 
interstate commerce commission. Its judg- 
ment possibly would vary with conditions, 
with different places, and with different 
roads. 

The speed of trains certainly is a matter 
that requires consideration, and I have no 
doubt that when the report of the interstate 
commerce commission on the New Haven 
wreck is received it will present some views 
on the subject that will justify the attention 
of congress. 


Block System Should Be Required. 
Senator Ellison B. Smith of South Caro- 
lina, a member of the interstate commerce 
committee, said: 

“I am of the opinion that something 
should be done with reference to the regula- 
tion of the speed of tr In addition, the 
block system should be required by law and 
one train should not be permitted to enter a 
block until notified that it is clear. 
“Something must be done to put an end 
to the accidents which are producing such 
ar. appalling waste of life.” 

Congressman Sims of Tennessee, senior 

member of the interstate commerce commit- 
tee of the house, asserted that his committee 
will take up and give special attention to 
every proposal that will prevent wrecks. 
“ Our power,“ he said, extends to trains 
in interstate commerce. Probably it would 
be an unworkable proposition to prevent all 
trains from making up lost time. Besides 
the question of the speed of trains, action 
ought to be taken to prevent the double 
service of employés. 

Jam sure the committee of which I am 
a member will give careful and prompt con- 
sideration to this whole matter.“ 


Wants Railroads Regulated. 
Congressman Stepnens of Nebraska, 
another member of the house interstate 
commerce commission, expressed the follow- 
ing opinion. 

It seems to me that legislation prohibit- 
ing trains from making up lost time is de- 
sirable. Personally, I am deeply interested 
in seeing something done to regulate this 
matter in a manner that will prevent acci- 
dents. 

“ The control of train speed strikes me as 
a very reasonable method to aid in this. 
Making up time of course adds a grave ele- 
ment of danger for the traveling public. Of 
course, legisiation will not be possible at

Magill Asserts There Is No 
Conflict in Laws Passed 
by Legislature. 


— — 


CLASH AS TO ELECTORS. 
But Discrepancies Will Be Rem- 
edied Before Presidential 
Election of 1916. 


Springfield. III., Sept. 7.— [Special.] State 
Senator Hugh S. Magill today denied there 
is any serious conflict between the primary 
election laws passed by the last general as- 
sembly which affect the nomination and elec- 
tion of United States senators. 

With respect to the nomination of presi- 
dential electors there is a conflict as to the 
date and number of names required on the 
petitions, but since no presidential electors 
are to be selected until 1916 the legislature 
will have ample opportunity at the next 
regular session to reconcile the differences. 

The seeming conflict in the laws affecting 
United States senators grows out of the con- 
tention that the legislature, after passing two 
bills on the subject, both amendatory of the 
primary election law and the election law, 
covered the entire subject in a separate 


measure which was passed in the closing 


hours of the session. 
Supplemental Measure Passed. 


The measure was designed to take the 
place of the bills previously passed, but the 
other measures also were permitted to go 
to the governor, and all were signed. 

Senator Magill was the author of the two 
He, also had 
charge of the general bill in the senate. He 
says the seeming conflicts were noted at the 
time the last measure was under considera- 
tion, and that provision was made for a 
meeting tomorrow. In this connection he 
directs attention to a section of the general 
bill which provides that where the term 
April primaries" appears in the act it 
shali be construed as applying also to Sep- 
tember primaries. This construction defi- 
nitely fixes September as the time for nom- 
inating United States senators as well as 
other officers. 


> 

Time for Filing Petitions Differs, 

As to the time for filing petitions, Senator 
Magill points out that in all instances peti- 
tions must be filed not more than sixty days 
before the primary. In the senate bill it is 
provided that they shall not be filed less than 
thirty days preceding the primary, while 
the general bill makes the time less than 
forty days. This is not a conflict, he says, 
tut simply a shortening of the time which 
any candidate would be certain to observe.

FLEES CELL 10 ESCAPE HEAT 


Pickpocket Slips Out Window 
When Allowed Near Fan. 


LEFT LOUISIANA PRISON.!

Broke Out Two Months Before Term 
Was Up “to Save Life.“ 


Oppressive heat which superinduced severe 
headaches yesterday caused an escaped 
convict to flee from the Chicago detective 
bureau basement lockup just as he a few 
months ago fied a hot prison at Baton Rouge, 
La. 

The prisoner, John Desmond, was arrested 
in Chicago on Aug. 31 asa pickpocket. He 
nad been living at 1820 West Van Buren 
street. At detective headquarters he waa 
recognized as an escaped convict. 

Desmond protested that his health would 
not permit him to stay in a lockup pending 
the arrival of Baton Rouge authorities He 
said he had escaped from the. Louisiana 
penitentiary when he lacked only two months 
of having served out his full sentence of two 
years. 

Says He Fled Heat. 

I would have served out those two more 
months if I could have stood the fierce prison 
heat. Desmond told Sergt. Patrick Burke, 
lockup keeper. ‘I would have been a fool 
to flee the prison within a few weeks of free- 
dom had it not been to save my own life. It 
was so hot in the Louisiana prison that my 


head almost popped open. I was driven al- 
most crazy. Now if they take me back I 
am liable to die.“ 

Sergt. Burke was touched by the prison- 
er's story and during the last several hot aft- 
ernoons permitted Desmond the run of the 
lockup corridor. 

Desmond yesterday complained his head 
ached fiercely and he was about to drop. 
Burke let him out of a cell and permitted 
him to stand near an electric fan on the ser- 
geant's desk. 


Climbs Through Window. 
Presently the sergeant was called to admit 
two more prisoners. He left Desmond stand- 
ing near the fan. When he returned Desmond 
was missing. Burke found finger prints on 


a window. Undoubtedly Desmond had made 


his escape by climbing through the window.

Many House Rates Changed.

Chairman 
Underwood of the house ways and means 
committee believes the senate leaders, in 
efforts to reduce duties below those of the 
pouse bill, have made dangerous inroads on 
the revenue. 

Representative Cordell Hull, author of the 
tax amendment as it appeared in the 


pouse bill. is displeased with the changes | 


made in the income tax provision, and it is 
kely that this feature will lead to much 
3 discussion. 

Many of the important tariff schedules 
have been practically rewritten in the sen- 
ate, notably silk and cotton. The adminia- 
trative feathures also were changed in many 
respects.

DIVORCES PAUL ARMSTRONG 


Wife Is Granted Decree Upon 
Report Made by Referee. 


ACTRESS’ NAME IS USED. 


Justice Urged to Order Payment of 
$15,000 Alimony a Year. 


New York, Sept. 7.—[Special.]—Supreme 
Court Justice Weeks has granted a decree of 
divorce to Mrs. Bella Abell Armstrong from 
Paul Armstrong, the playwright, on the 
report of J. Hampton Dougherty, as referee, 
who took testimony in the case in secret. 

It was learned today that the referee found 
the playwright guilty of misconduct with 
Miss Catherine Calvert, leading woman in 
his plays, The Deep Purple and “A 
Romance of the Underworld.” 


Regrets Naming Actress, 

The referee regretted he was compelled 
to find the defendant and co-respondent 
guilty, and in his report said: 

“ A deplorable aspect of the case is that it 
involves a young woman apparently at the 
outset of a successful professional career, 
But the conclusions I have drawn are virtu- 
ally forced by the testimony and docu- 
mentary evidence. The contrary conclusion 
that these intimate relations were innocent, 
that Mr. Armstrong was a sort of hero and 
benefactor who had given Miss Calvert her 
start in the theatrical world, the evidence 
does not justify me in reaching.” 


Tells of Many Visits. 

The referee said that by her own admis- 
sions Miss Calvert began going to Arm- 
strong’s apartment several times a week 
after he hired it.

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KEEP IT UP. 

Judge Owens is doing a good work in 
using his authority over the county magis- 
tracy to discipline relics of the malodorous 
justice era.

“serving is the sworn officer of the law who 
abuses his powers.

THE DIGGS-CAMINETTI CASE. 

The conviction of Caminetti under the 
Mann act was virtually a foregone conclu- 
sion, although there evidently was some 
weakening of the force of prosecution since 
the conviction of Diggs. 

Thus the first stage of what is likely to be 
an important litigation, as well as, in the 
sensational sense, a cause célébre, closes af- 
firmatively for the government. 4 

The law under which Diggs and Cami- 
netti were found guilty is called the Mann 
act from its author and chief sponsor, Rep- 
resentative Mann, Republican leader in the 
hpuse. Its legal title as explicitly provided 
in section 8 of the law is The white slave 
traffic act,” but in the preamble it is de- 
clared to be “an act to further regulate in- 
terstate and foreign commerce by prohib- 
4ting the transportation therein for Immoral 
purposes of women and girls and for other 
purposes. 

»The latter definition is obviously much 
broader than the title of the bill. White 
slave traffic” necessarily involves the ele- 
ment of pecuniary profit. That element 
Was present in a case in which the Mann 
@ct was upheld by the Supreme court of the 
United States. 

In this case a girl in Atlanta, Ga., an- 
@wered an advertisement for chorus girls 
and was given employment in an Atlanta 

eater by the defendant, a theater manager 

ed Athanasaw. Later she was sent 
from Georgia to a theater in Florida, where 
she found the moral conditions bad, was 
subjected to insult, and required to go into 
the boxes to entertain men. One of these, 
seeing that she was frightened and not yet 
corrupt, assisted her to escape, and Athau- 
ataw was prosecuted, 

On appeal conviction was affirmed and 
the court said: 

Granting the testimony to be true, of which the 
jury was the judge, the employment to which she 
was enticed was an efficient school of debauchery 
of the special immorality which the statute was 
Gesigned to cover. 

Thus an intention to corrupt and the 
showing of conditions tending to immorality 
are held to bring the offense within the law 
But the element of pecuniary gain was pres- 
ent in this case. There was an act of com- 
merce in the strictest sense, not only of the 
interstate commerce clause, but of the term 
“white slave traffic.” . 

The Diggs-Caminetti prosecution is 
sharply differentiated from the Athanasaw 
case on this point and brings up directly 
the constitutionality of the act. If.it is sus- 
tained it will be the furthest extension of the 
commerce clause yet made. Themen in this 
case did not transport the women as an act 
of interstate commerce. Commerce implies 
profit or the motive of profit. They were 
the subjects of interstate commerce. Their 
motive was not commercial. It was exclu- 
sively within the domain of morals, the sub- 
ject of the police power. 

But even if this law is held a valid appli- 
cation of the commerce clause, a very im- 
portant issue of public policy arises. Where 
vice is commercialized and women are made 
articles of merchandise, transported like cat- 
tle from state to state, the application of 
testrictive and punitive measures by the fed- 
eral government is plainly justified, not only 
by the strict meaning of the commerce clause 
but by public policy. 

But where the act sought to be punished 
ig one fully within the police powers of the 
States., is it wise to throw its punishment 
as an additional duty upon the federal ma- 
chinery of justice? 

It there is any virtue at all in our federal 
theory of government, if we intend to draw 
any lines between the responsibilities of gen- 
era] and local agencies, we cannot afford 
to shirk this question simply because Diggs 
and Caminetti led immoral lives and de- 
served drastic discipline.

A WELCOME DECLARATION. 

Mayor Harrison's significant statement 
following his interview with Mra. Young 
will de accepted by the community as it 
doubtless war meant, namely, as a serious 
declaration ef policy, a public pledge of 
principle. 

In this light the statement is one of the 
most welcome and one of the most credit- 
able ever issued by Mr. Harrison. The 
community has been gravely alarmed by 
the signs-of influence and interference 
disclosed from time to time in the school 
board. It has confidence and ample reason 
for confidence in Mrs. Young and therefore 
wishes her authority solidified and extend- 
ed. It does not wish men who are without 
training to deal with special subjects for 
whh training is necessary, such as the 
selection of text books and other pedagogi- 
cal matters. It wishes a superintendent 
who is free to superintend, and no invasion 
by overzéalous or interested political ap- 
pointees is acceptable. 

With this sensible and thoroughly deter- 
mined public opinion Mayor Harrison now 
declares himself in accord, and his influ- 
ence is paramount. The disquieting and 
injurious differences which 30 nearly 
brought about the loss to Chicago of Mrs. 
Young’s services will not reappear now 
that the.mayor’s policy is known. 


TORIES TAKING THE HIGH LINE. 

The fuss made by Tories over the Marconi 
shares affair is rather suggestive of the 
holy horror of Tammany over Gov. Sulzer's 
alleged trading in Wall street. 

At any rate, Mr. Lloyd-George's present 
controversy with Viscount Wolmer will 
awaken an active sympathy for the former's 
point of view. This young twig of the 
numerous Cecil! tree, he is 24, seems to have 
been indulging. in a public attack which 
Lloyd-George declares contained “ mean, 
calculating, downright lies.” 

But what will appeal, atleast to American 
noncombatants, is the irony of a Cecil's 
assuming such a very toplofty attitude to- 
ward the indiscretions charged to the Lib- 
eral ministers. Lloyd-George's response to 
the young viscount was to recall the fact 
that during the Unionist ministry members 
of the Cecil clan who were members of the 
government directly negotiated with the 
goverument huge contracts which directly 
affected the departments which they repre- 
sented.” 

The disposition of the great Tory fami- 
lies to consider fat public offices as their 
legitimate spoil is a part of the history of

FIGHTING RACE PREJUDICE. 

A law prohibiting all discrimination by 
hotels, restaurants, and theaters against 
any person because of his race, color, or re- 
ligious belief became operative in New 
York state the other day. The law was 
called into existence because of the action 
of the proprietors of a number of establish- 
ments which have put out advertisements 
branding certain classes of people as “ un- 
deslrables and stating that they did not 
cater to them. 

It is regrettable that it should be neces- 
sary for any state to pass a law for the 
euforcement of one of the fundamental 
principles of democracy. Fortunately for 
the traditions of freedom in this country, 
this law is not as ominous as might seem on 
the surface. 

Race discrimination is foreign to the great 
mass of ‘intelligent Americans. The race 
prejudice fostered by the proprietors of 
certain hotels and restaurants is fostered 
for business reasons only. It is done to 
please a comparatively small class. While 
there are signs of increase in discrimina- 
tion against the negro in the north here and 
there, these do not indicate a tendency, 
Race prejudice cannot gain headway against 
the stream of intelligence or overcome the 
fugion of our common life.

PUBLIC HEALTH ACCOMPLISE- 
MENTS. 

S I see fr, the big accomplishment of 
preventive medicine in the last two 
years has been typhoid vaccination. 
That army record with a drop of 
cases to fifteen and of deaths to two, 

under halfway field conditions, is astound: 
ing. Then, Memphis and the Ohio and In- 
diana 1913 flood district prove that the 
method is applicable to civil conditions. 

The last experiences, furthermore, prove 
that when our people are afraid enough they 
are willing to be vaccinated against typhoid; 
whereupon ensues safety against typhoid. 
Fear causes much ill health. To compen- 
sate, fear at times promotes health. 


—~~o- 

We have got an idea that these public 
health stunts with which the United States 
is astounding the world are for strangers 
only. We do them for the Filipinos, the 
Cubans, and for the people in the Canal 
Zone. The explanation is that they are 
only possible in a beneficent limited mon- 
archy, and such our government of the Phil- 
ippines, Cuba, and the zone has been. Last 
month at Buffalo, Trask told us that the 
health work was being better done in Ma- 
nila than in any American city. 

Those who argue for the republican form 
of government say that the people are slow 
to start, but, once started, do things better 
than is ever possible under a monarchy, 
which is true. Once personal hygiene hooks 
up with public hygiene, our health machine 
will be the marvel of the nations. That we 
have risen to the emergency in 1912 and 
1913 in controlling typhoid in the flood dis- 
tricts by vaccination and chlorination is 
one proof of the position of those who argue 
for a democracy.

Next in importance is the reduction in 
the baby death rate. I cOnsider that of 
more importance than the reduction in the 
tuberculosis rates. In the first place, the 
number of deaths is greater, and, in the 
second place, the reduction in rate has been 
greater. 

The tuberculosis rate has decreased 50 
per cent in a few places; 25 per cent in 
other places; not at all in most places, and 
has increased in the rural. districts. The 
baby death rate has decreased 50 per cent 
in New York; 25 per cent in many places; 
somewhat everywhere, even in the rural 
districts. 

The manifest disposition of smaller cities 
with nearby milk supplies to recognize that 
their babies should have a better chance 
to live, evan though they may be safer than 
the babies of some other city, means still 
greater improvement if the immediate fu- 
ture. The Save the babies slogan has 
the best punch of the group.

When we think of babies we think of milk. 
Within the last two years the oppositioa 
to pasteurized milk has ended. The cura- 
tive medicine people who several years ago 
were opposing it because they thought it 
caused rickets have changed their position.

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LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

RU SSELS is in danger of losing its 
premier citizen. The latter title was 
conferred hundreds of years ago by 
the municipality of the Belgian me- 
tropolis on the so-called mannikin— 

an exquisite bronze figure a little over two 
feet in height of a small boy which sur- 
mounts a fountain and represents the only 
son of a former Duke of Brabant, who 
escaped from his father’s palace in only a 
single garment and was found two days later 
by courtiers in the childlike but somewhat 
unconventional attitude in which he is rep- 
resented in bronze. 

Until a year ago no one had dreamed of 
attributing any impropriety to this work 
of art. But within the last few months an 
influential movement, headed by clergy of 
several denominations, has gathered 
strength and demands the removal of the 
mannikin from public view. Of course the 
mannikin has his defenders, and today the 
city of Brussels is divided into two camps— 
namely: those in favor of the statue and 
those who object to it. 

The statue is one of the most famous works 
of the sculptor, Duquesnoy, and has been 
the recipient of all sorts of hohors. Thus, the 
sovereign of Bavaria in the seventeenth 
century presented him—for the personal pro- 
noub is always used when referring to this 
stathe—with an entire wardrobe and con- 
stituted a fund for the maintenance of a 
couple of servants, who were intrusted with 
the duty of taking care of the mannikin's 
clothes, and of dressing him therein on all 
holidays and festivals. King Louis XV. of 
France even went a step further and in 1747 
created him a knight of the Order of St. 
Louls, besides bestowing upon him other 
honors and presenting him with a complete 
court dress, sword, wig, three cornered hat 
and all, such as was worn by the nobles of 
the court of Versailles in the eighteenth 
century. 

In 1818 the mannikin mysteriously disap- 
peared and was only recovered at the end 
of several months, when it was proved to 
have been stolen by an ex-convict by the 
name of Lycas. It was restored to its 
pedestal amidst public rejoicings, the entire 
city being illuminated and salutes being 
fired by the troops, Finally, in 1832 the city 
fathers of Brussels solemnly voted him the 
rank of officer. of the Civic guard and fur- 
nished him the uniform of that rank, in 
which he is decked out on holidays and at 
local festivals, the breast of the coat being 
adorned with the cross of the Order of St. 
Louis. 

As no tourist from the new world dreams of 
visiting Brussels without going to see the 
mannikin, who is not only one of the sights 
of the metropolis but aleo one of its most 
historic landmarks, the news of the fight 
now raging for his removal cannot fail to 
prove of interest on this side of the Atlantic.

On one occasion the Koh-i-Noor, that world 
famed diamond to which the people of India 
of every class ascribe supernatural virtues 
as the time honored symbol of the sovereign- 
ty of the empire—a gem which is the most 
highly prized among the jewels of the British 
crown—was lost for a period of nearly two 
months. This is recalled by the elevation 
of Capt. Alexander Lawrence to the house of 
lords through the death of his father. The 
first Lord Lawrence, grandfather’ of the 
present peer, was appointed commissioner 
for the Punjab when that native kingdom 
was annexed by England à little over half 
a century ago, and the Koh-i-Noor was sur- 
rendered. Lawrence was made the custodian 
of the jewel until its transmission to Quéen 
Victoria could be q 

One fateful day it disappeared. Lawrence 
and the members of his staff hunted for it 
high and low. Servants were examined and 


cross-examined and the residency was lit- 
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19018: By the Brentwood Company.] 


Noor could not be found. More than seven 
weeks later, after it had been given up for 
lost, a servant who happened to be arranging 
Lawrence's bedroom accidentally knocked 
over an old cigar box resting on a high shelf 
over the bed. As the box fell out rolled the 
famous diamond onto the bed. Lawrence 
always declared that it was the most excit- 
ing period of his career and that his gray 
hair dated from that time. 


~~ 

A collateral descendant through his mother 
from John Knox, the great Scottish re- 
former, and a son of that Col. Alexander 
Lawrence who led the forlorn hope in the 
battle of Seringapatan under the eyes of 
Wellington, he wound up his career of two 
score years in India as its governor general, 
and on his return to England received the 
thanks of parliament, elevation to the peer- 
age as Lord Lawrence of the Punjaub, anda 
life pension of $15,000 a year. He was de- 
scribed in parliament as “the savior of 
India '' owing to his excellent services dur- 
ing the great Sepoy mutiny of 1887, and on 
his death was honored with a state funeral 
in Westminster abbey. 

His brother was that Sir Henry Lawrence 
who was the hero of the defense of Lucknow 
during the mutiny and who was killed by a 
shell just on the very eve of the relief of 
the sorely tried garrison. His statue, erect- 
ed by the nation in the Cathedral of St. 
Paul, declares him to have been the noblest 
man that has lived and died for the good of 
India.“ 

The country seat of Lord Lawrence is 
Chetwoode Manor, in Buckinghamshire, 
within the limits of the old royal forest of 
Rookewood, and until it was purchased by 
the first peer on his return from India it 
had been from time immemorial the seat of 
the Chetwoodes. Not far from the manor 
house are the remains of an ancient mound 
where a hundred years ago there were dis- 
covered the bones of an enormous boar, of 
altogether phenomenal size, thus going to 
confirm the local legend, according to which 
the family of Chetwovude was founded by a 
certain Sir Ryalas of crusader times, who 
had rid the district, in a Homeric encounter, 
of a terrible wild boar that was ravaging 
the entire countryside.

One Step Tango | 1 
to Be Real Thing. 


HE old time waltz and two step have run 
their course. This decision was made at 
a meeting of the Chicago Association of 
Dancing Teachers yesterday in the R. G. 


Huntinghouse dancing academy at 4616. 


North Clark street. Along with the waltz and 
two step are the “animated eel,” the “ poad.e 
dog sway,” the bunny hug,” the turkey trot,” 
the exaggerated tango, and all their multitude 
of kin. 

On the program of the season's dances are 
“spicy new dances with vim, rhythm, and 
beauty minus all touches of vulgarity.” Among 
tne latest dances are the “Venus waltz,” the 
“sorority romp,” the “one step tango,“ the 
“Cuban waltz,” and the “one step waltz.” 

By & consensus of suggestions the tango 


was standardized, denatured, and finally given 


a clean bill of health. It was recommended as 

the one big hit of all dances and called the 

“best dance ever invented, the danciest of 

dances, and the most beautiful of all steps.“ 
— 


In its standardized state all shoulder move- 
ments, fake dips, trots, and initiate positions 
are eliminated. It assumes this formula: 

Glide walk, eight counts to the music. 

Right turn, four counts to the music. 

Grape vine, eight counts to the music, 

Right turn, four counts to the music. 

Draw step, eight counts to the music. 

Repeat. 

Next to the tango is the “Venus waltz,” a 
New Tork creation which has found great favor 
in the east. It is danced to waltz music, has 
the waltz movement with the hesitation prepar- 
atory to swinging back. It contains a glide, a 
balance, a puse, and a rest. 

> 


The “sorority. romp,” which comes next in 
favor, is danced to schottische music,.with the 
girl dancing with her back to her partner. It 
contains a galloping step, a posing position, 
and a polka redowa. The Cuban walts is 
two steps forward, ‘balance, waltz four or eight 
counts to the music and repeat. 

The “grapevine” and “draw. step” . were 
declared the most popular movements in the 
tango. Steps were taken to eliminate the 
“grapevine,” but the idea met with strong 
opposition and it was retained, on the condition 
that a free, open position is assumed by the 
dancers. 

“There is no vulgarity intended by young 
people, when they dance the tango,” sald Mr. 
Huntinghouse, “They have in mind only the 
fun they get out of the dance. In its sicht 
form it is the most beautiful, the most graca- 
ful, and the least tiring of all dances. The 
opposition to it was caused when dancers 
interpolated vulgar movements into it.

Makes Sturdy Youths. 


EEP in the timber region of upper Micht- 
gan on à farm of 120 acres, partly 
cleared, a few cottages are rising. A 
Wilderness of oaks s on the left, a 
little lake borders the right, a long wind- 

ing Indian trail leads through the woods to the 
State road. And here is a progressive, modern 
cottage for boys, made possible through the 
ota ht of Chicagoans, the Chicago Junior 
chool. 

The school’s purpose is to train boys in man- 
ual and agricultural accomplishments. Connect- 
ed with this new project in education are many 
well known Chicago people. The board of trus- 
tees and the list of those who have subscribed 
to aid the school include the following:

No school in the country is as picturesque 
as the Chicago Junior college. The buildings 


are on a slight eminence overlooking Long lake, 


which extends almost a mile away; fields of 
golden pumpkin and squagh reach away toward 
the road. 

Every boy gets a job to help defray his éx- 
penses. The tuition is $15 a month, but as this 
does not cover the cost of his maintenance, he 
does farm work to make the balance. All farm 
chores thus become a part of the curriculum. 
Piles of wood dwindle before the willing little 
artists of the buck saw; tough trees yield to 
the sharp ax; and the many pigs, horses, cows, 
and chickens find careful attention. The qual- 
ity of practical gardening and farming taught 
the boys is such as to qualify them for good 
positions. Swimming and rowing are also 
necessary branches of education. 

The founders assert the farm school] will be 
self-paying within a short period of time. The 
whole spirit of the colony is “ self-help,” and its 
appearance is that of a family. The pupils live 
together as in a home; and democracy finds no 
barrier.

One lad whose mother said he could not be 
controlled at home was sent to the school. That 
boy w’s seen on Saturday out in the field, in 
overalls, and tanned with outdoor life. He had 
finished an hour’s work in the garden and was 
ready to tackle the woodpile. That boy was 
reformed in a hurry. He showed a disposition 
to lo&f when sent out with fivé other boys to 
saw wood. Presently a 12 year old white hope 
stood in front of him threateningly. : 

“Say, you,” he said, “do you think we are 
going to do your work? You get busy or we'll 
punch your nose.” | .

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Dr. Noguchi Discovers 
the Germ of Rabies. 


EW YORK, Sept. 7.— [Special. I— Dr. 
Hideyo Noguchi of the Rocke®eller insti- 
tute for medical research in this city has 
discovered and cultivated the germ of 
rabies. For thirty years pathologists 

have sought to isolate the germ which pro- 
duces hydrophobia, but without success. Dr. 
Noguchi thus describes his work: 

“In the early part of 1912 I undertook to 
cultivations were made with the brain or 
tained certain results. About fifty series of 
cultivations were made with the brain or 
medulla removed aseptically from rabbits, 
guinea pigs, and dogs infected with ‘street’ 
virus, ‘passage’ virus, or ‘fixed’ virus. ,

“The method is similar to that employed 
successfully for the cultivation of the 
spirochete of relapsing fever. 

“In the cultures very minute granular bodies 
arise, which on subsequent transplantation re- 
appear in the new cultures through many gen- 
erations. The same bodies, so far as appear- 
ances are concerned, are obtained from street.“ 
‘passage,’ and ‘fixed’ virus. On four different 
occasions I observed in the cultures from pas- 
sage and ‘fixed’ virus nucleated round or 
oval bodies, surrounded with membranes totally 
different from the-minuter granular bodies, al- 
though arising in the cultures in which the 
latter occurred,

Their ‘appearance was sudden and their dura- 
tion four to five days, when they diminished 
coincident with an increase in granular bodies, 
In one of the four instances the larger bodies 
appeared in a culture obtained from the brain 
of a rabbit previously Inoculated with a culture 
of ‘passage’ virus which hed given rise to 
the symptoms of rabies. In two of the in- 
stances the larger nucleated body arose in 
cultures prepared from fixed virus, in which the 
negri bodies were difficult to demonstrate 
either in sections or in films.” | it

Dr. George Gibier Rambaur, director of the 
New York Pasteur institute, 
Dr. Nogucht's report said: 

“Tf this report had emanated from any 
source than Dr. Noguchi, I would be inclined 
to discredit it. If Dr. Noguchi states he has 
successfully cultivated the parasite of rabies it 
is true without doubt. 

“TI very much doubt whether Dr. Noguchi's 
discovery will make any immediate change in 
the treatment of patients who have been bitten 
by rabid dogs.”

Meat is the easiest to digest, but it breaks up 
into substancés which are hard to take care 
of, especially in case of indigestion. Cheese 
dishes take the place of meat in many coun- 
tries. A cheese souffié, made with milk, bread 
crumbs, and cheese, instead of in the usual way 
(white sauce, eggs, and cheese) is highly satis- 
factory, because the crumbs of bread keep the 
particles of cheese well separated. With the 
above table any one can figure out the num- 
ber of food units in the following dish, which 
is ample for five persons! 


CHEESE SOUFFLE WITH BREAD CRUMBS 
— One pressed down cup of bread crumbs, one 
cup and one-half of milk, half a teaspoon of 
salt, a pinch of cayenne pepper, three eggs, 
whites and yolks beaten separately, and one- 
fourth of a pound of grated cheese (grata on 
a frying basket most easily, and all the bet- 
ter if rather dry). Break up bread into dry bits 
(it is always better to grate the crust); pour 
the milk over it, and let stand for ten or 
fifteen minutes, Beat the eggs, adds the yolks 
to the seasoned crumbs, then fold in the whites 
beaten stiff, and lastly add the cheese. Sprinkle 
the top with grated crumbs and bake in but- 
tered pan until the egg sets, or about fifteen 
minutes. Serve immediately. 


This will not fall as quickly.as dishes simi- 
larly made are said to do, if one is careful.

BALKE TAKES BAD SPIEL.

Cyelist, Hurled Over Fence in 


Long Contest, Suffers Sev- 
eral Cuts on Head. ait 


% BY JACK PROCTOR. 

One new world record for competition, two 
mew track marks, and an accident in which 
Charles Balke, motorcycle champion. had 
an almost miraculous escape from death 
marked the close of the two days’ race meet 
&t Hawthorne yesterday. 

A larger crowd than on Saturday turned 
out to see tne speed demons perform. Prob- 
ably 8,000 were present, most of them motor- 
cycle riders. Many had left the track when 
the accident occurred in the last race of the 
card. 

Balke won the opening event, setting a 
track record of 4:33% for five miles. He fin- 
ished second in the ten mile race for profes- 
sionals after a hair raising contest. Then in 
the final race, a fifteen mile affair, Balke and 
Bob Perry hooked up in a desperate struggle. 
For the first four miles Balke led his rival 
by a narrow margin, then his machine went 
wrong and Perry shot into the lead. Perry 
added to his advantage until at the tenth 
mile he had almost lapped the champion. 
Still Balke continued the chase at a speed 
approaching a mile a minute. 


Balke Hurled Over Barrier. 

As Balke rounded the half mile turn for his 
tenth mile the dust apparently blinded him. 
He swerved to the outside of the track, his 
machine struck a rut and grazed the fence 
for twenty yards. The cyclist was huried 
from his mount over the low barrier into the 
feld alongside the track. 

Balke suffered severe cuts on his neck and 
face, but escaped internal injury. That he 
was not killed instantly was due to the soft - 
ness of the ground where he struck and 
probably to the heavy helmet which guarded 
his head. The representative of the factory for 
which Balke was riding hurried the tnjured man 
from the track immediately. 

Bob Perry continued the fifteen mile race and 
scored his second victory, finishing in 18:56. With 
Balke out, Creveston had no competition for seo- 
ond money. 

Perry Sets World Mark. 

The ten mile contest for professionals furnished 
the feature struggle. Perry and Balke battled for 
the lead all the way, and the Joliet rider crossed 
the finish line less than five yards in advance of 
the champion. The time for the race, 8:52, Is « 
new world’s record for competition. The old mark 
Was 9:01. 

Perry's daring in taking the turns won for him tn 
both distance races. Every time he took a curve it 
seemed certain he would lose control of his mount, 
but always he managed to right the machine with- 
out’ losing een à fraction of a second. In both 
long events he came from behind, and each time 
it was at the first turn he slipped between Balke 
and the rail and took the lead. Before the acci- 
nt Balke once was seen to graze the fence as he 
tried to creep up on Perry, but he escaped 
bY steering to the center of the track.

Water Will Be Let Into Other Reaches | 


of Canal in Short Time. 


PANAMA, Sept. 7.—The dry excavation of 
the canal has been completed, the steam 
shovel working in the Culebra cut having 
removed the last rock yesterday. The fur- 
ther excavation of the canal will be com- 
pleted by dredging. 

Completion of dry excavation ten days 
ahead of schedule time advanced the work 
on the great waterway almost to the final | 
stage. Much digging and cleaning out re- 
mains to be done in the Culebra cut and 
along the route, but this will be accomplished 
by dredges floating on the surface of the 
canal 1 

An army of men will be busy during the 
next four weeks removing steam shovels and 
other equipment and material, including 
thirty-six miles of railroad track, from the 
nine mile channel in Culebra cut between 
Gamboa dike and Pedro Miguel locks. 


Prepare to Flood Lake. 

This is preparatory to turning water into 
the channel from Gatun lake, on the Aflantic 
side, on Oct. 56, five days in advance of tho 
date set for dynamiting Gamboa dike. Th» 
watér will be introduced through four 
twenty-six inch pipes, extending underneath 
the dike, and although the five day period 
hardly will suffice to fill the channel to one- 
third the canal level, enough will be let in 
to act as a cushion against the explosion 
when the dyke. is destroyed. 

While the cut is being cleared of railway 
and equipment, drilling and blasting will 
be going on at the bottom of the channel, 
loosening up rock and earth for the dredges 
that soon will be clawing away through 
water. 


Only Few Barriers Remain. 

The destruction of Gamboa dike will leave 
only one such obstruction along the canal 
route, the dike over which the railroad 
crosses the Gatun locks and which can be 
removed at any time. The last barrier on 
the Pacific side, the Minaflores dike, was 
dynamited just a week ago, turning Paci- 
fic tidewater into a channel 5,000 feet long, 
500 feet wide and 41 feet deep. 

Small vessels probably will be able to pass 
through the canal from end to end by 
Oot. 10, and the waterway should be 
ready for shipping proper early in December.

One of the big questions before the national 
association this year will be the campaign 
of publicity and education, which was started 
at last convention by the appointment of

Committee Has Advertising Plan. 

The committee has been hard at work dur. 
ing the year, and is in favor of organizing a 
campaign of institutional advertising through 
the metropolitan daily papers and some of the 
popular weekly magazines. In addition the 
committee hopes to promote the teaching of 
the fundamentals of insurance in the public 
schools and establishing courses of lectures in 
colleges. 

The chairman of the committee is Warren 
M. Horner of Minneapolis, who has given the 
subject of life Insurance advertising much 
thought. The committee flgures that it needs 
$100,000 for the rst year. The great bulk 
of this must come from the life insurance 
companies, and it Is a question how far the 
companies feel Leen should go in this work.
